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French Official Talks 
At SCOPE Meeting

"Americans are under the impres- 
sion that Europe is a .'has been' 
' country, an "unkept museum', said 
Mrs! Alette Havet in an Informal 
' talk' given to a group' of students 
In the Union yesterday, 
lime. Havet, head of the tourist 
! commission of France/In - her talk 
which was the first in a series tinder 
Jhe sponsorship of scope went on 
: to say that "though conditions are 
not very good in Europe, they are 
not as bad. as they are reputed to 
be. 

"Our World," as Mme. Havet 
I termed it, consists principally of 
England and France and Germany. 
Italy, holds' little interest to the peo- 
ple of France except for the mus- 
eums and Venetian cut glass, and 
iln is disapproved of because it 
ruled by a dictatorship. 
"Germany has -hcd a bad .reputa- 
Jon in Europe for quite awhile. The 
Germans do not approve of the 
French and vice-versa; so .that, the 
two countries .have very, little in 
The prevailing idea of 
erman people goes back to 1038, 
the time of the beginning' of Ger- 
man persecution of the Jews. Many 
of those persecuted came to Paris 
which was then in the midst of a 
Left Wing Movement." 
"These people were so' German 
iat the people of France, coiildh't 
believe they were Jews. Thus the 
notion sprang up that German peo- 
ple were ten times more German 
than French were French." 

'The rench," said Mme. Havet, 
"are still very' wary of the Ger- 
mans, always looking for the Nazi 
An them to come > out and believe 
that Germany Is a , stronghold to 
be watched. The French can not be- 
lieve that the Germans are really 
iick and tired of war as the aver- 
j age German Man-on-the-street 
. would have them believe." 

Germany has been quickly re- 
built and conditions there are much 
better than they are in England 
which country won the i war. Al- 
though rations have disappeared 
from Europe, England has reduced 
rations each year and the situation 
. Is. continually getting worse. The 
favorite topic for conversation in 
England is the food situation. 

The war has done much to bridge 
. relations between England and the 
Cont|nent One of the most import- 
ant developments along this line, 
said the spfaker, happened about 
a month ago when six European 
countries got together to form a 
pool of their coal and steel resourc- 
es. Each of these six countries are 

■ represented by three persons whose 
salaries are paid not by -the indi- 
vidual countries ' but by the six 
countries as a whole. 

At "present England Is not In on 
the scene but Mme. Havet predicted 
that in six months time, England 
would be and that within five 
years there would be; a Federation 
I of the States of Europe! 

As for France Mme. Havet told 
the students that It- is only lately 
that France- has "begun to realise 
that in certain respects there were 
many Improvements to be made in 
France.' They have always had the 

■ brains arid Ideas but did not know 
j how to Improve their country 

economically. But now with other 
. countries in Europe modernizing 
their industrial equipment France is 
gradually following in their foot- 
steps and doing the same. 

Thé average Frenchman has al- 
ways had -what they considered 'to 
be a good standard of living but it 
is .only in' the past 15 years that 
women of France have gone to 
work to provide higher incomes for 



their households. -With the number 
of career women increasing tremen- 
dously, family life in France is be- 
coming less Important than it was 
In the put. 

.Because of the constantly dimi- 
nishing value of the franc, the 
whole idea of inheritance has dis- 
appeared and the man in the street 
now tries to provide a better edu- 
cation for his children than to save 
money and leave an estate which 
may eventually be worth nothing 
at all. Also, through the introduc- 
tion of buying on credit, the people 
In France have found a way of 
living . better with less strain on 
their pocket book. 

Mme, Havet, who is at-, present 
touring Canada . and the United 
States for business and pleasure, as 
well as being head of the Tourist 
Commission, has been a teacher -of 
philosophy, an active member of 
the .navy and the chairman of 
France's Documentary Film Depart- 
ment. ....

"The history of gliding in the city 
of Montreal" was the topic of an 
address given by Mr. Gordie Hicks' 
to a meeting of the McGill Gliding 
Club. The meeting was held In the 
Union last night. 

Mr. Hicks, treasurer of the Mont- 
real' Soaring Club and of the Cana- 
dair Soaring Club, said that the 
McGill Gliding Club was formed 
with the McGill Power Flying Ctyb 
in 1929. The Flying Club soon died 
out; the Gliding Club continued, to 
operate renting equipment. ,Dr. 
Steven Richardson, one of the glid- 
ing fans, assisted by other enthu- 
siastic members, succeeded in build- 
ing a primary glider which was 
flown at Curtiss Reid at Cartier- 
vlile. 

Soon a winch was built to elim- 
inate troublesome automobile tow- 
ing of gliders. Gliders were then 
contributed respectively by the 
MacDonald Tobacco Co. and by 
Norman Holland, the President of 
Brnndrnm Henderson Paint Co. 

From then until 1940 the organi- 
zation was the largest of its kind 
in Canada but in view of the na- 
tional emergency it was disbanded 
during the war. 

When this organization was re- 
formed, it was the basis of the 
whole gliding movement In the 
Montreal area. 

The McGill Gliding Club now 
possesses the best equipment in its 
history, five gliders and one towing 
plane, and "there is no reason why 
a member should not be a National 
Soaring champion soon," said Mr.

Be it right, wrong, good, bad or indifferent, 
;the undergraduate newspaper of .Columbia an- 
nounced that it does not support the Reptib-*- 
jlican party being headed by General of the 
Army D wight D. Eisenhower in 'the coming 
November elections. For a student body in any 
American University to deny support to any 
one of the two major candidates for the pres- 
idency is nothing of any truly great news value, 
but here we have a slightly different situation. 

Eisenhower has been the president of Col- 
umbia for the past four years and has always 
been a very popular personality among the 
gtudent body. Even if he had nn| been fav* 
i ourcd as a personality one could hardly expect 
Xthe student newspaper to deny support to their 
President in a front page editorial They would 
merely keep their own private opinions on the 
unsavory characteristics of the man, should 
they exist,' and let the student body decide on 
y his worth without the help of publication. This 
was not so. 
And so here we have a very peculiar and del- 
■ icate situation which hits on some very itnpor- 
, tant features of college thinking. The editor- 
ial made a remarkable and ingenious discovery 
when they said that Eisenhower's support, of 
McCarthy and Jcnncr was "an inexcuscable 
alliance with what is worst in the Republican 
party." How true! Eisenhower is a very fine 
j man who has many outstanding characteristics, 
and if it is to his credit or not, one of his char- 
acteristics is that the man is not a 'politician.' 

The policies of the Republican party have 
always been rather vague for the avcrngc man,, 
and unfortunately the only vague aspects of 
I the policies which have been cleared up during 
this campaign seem to he derogatory ones.

^ about our feelings for a "nice guy," as "Ike" 
certainly is. There is a lot at stake in the com- 
ing election; the future of flic world, for in- 
' stance. 

The undergraduates of Columbia have not 
been guilty of sentimentality in choosing Ste- 
venson as their choice for Presidency of the 
United States. They have decided 'that he 
"looks" better than Eisenhower does, and so 
they announced it to those who are interested 
in the views of a ver}' large American Univer- 
sity. 

This certainly confounds our views on Amer- 
ican campus thinking. There will not be any 
votes for Stevenson in Abilene, Kansas, nor 
will there probably be any votes for- Eisen- 
hower in Springfield, Illinois. Then why should 
the student body of Columbia not only deny 
support to Eisenhower, ljut even announce that 
they will throw their support behind Stevenson 
in bold type? It surely reflects a thinking 
mechanism towards politics on the part of stu- 
dents, who have hitherto been guilty of no 
thought at all. 

Supposing we stretch our imagination for a 
moment and ask ourselves if the McGill Daily 
would ; write a front pace editorial sharply cri- 
tical of- Dr. F. "Cyril .lames, should situation 
he so, remembering thnt Dr. James is n very 
popular principnl, and if the criticism be justi- 
fied or not. Of course the situntion tnkes in 
many factors of consideration, which the reader 
will, accept for the purposes of argument. We 
• are not interested in pursuing siich an issue too 
seriously. Nevertheless, it certainly is an In- 
teresting point. Hats off to the Columbia 
Daily Spectator for running ,a free-thinking 
newspaper. ;

Outside Athletics 

All students are cautioned against playing lot outside clubs 
during their college course. The following is a clause from the 
articles of alliance between the Amateur Athletic Union and the 
CIAU (Central). 

SECTION S:— No student eligible to compete In any Inter- 
collegiate contest shall represent a non-college club or organiza- 
tion during the college term unless liberated by the members of 
the CIAU (Central) concerned. But this shall not be interpreted 
to prevent a student from representing a non-college club during 
the long vacation. 

.Violation of this rule renders the offender liable to suspen- 
sion not only by the CIAU (Central) but also by the A.A.U. at 
Canada. 

If a student wishes to represent or play for a non-college 
club or team, he must comply with the following regulations: 
1) Obtain from the manager and coach of the team concerned a 
written statement to the effect that his services will not be 
required. 2) Apply in writing to the director of the department 
setting forth in detail the reasons for the application. 3) Appear 
in person' before a regular meeting of the Students' Athletic 
Council.

to prove that a person can circle 
the globe with only $5. It has 
centres in Vancouver, San Fran- 
cisco, Paris, Vienna,- Amsterdam and 
Calcutta. The messengers hitch- 
hike In cars, airplanes and trains; 
when they run out of money they 
work. They always try to cook their 
own meals, and they make it a rule 
never to pay money for a night's 
lodging. 

Antoine, who' has travelled 30,000 
miles through 23 countries, Is 
backed by UNESCO for which he 
Is writing a study of his trip. He 
explains that his main problem 
during his travels was the visa 
situation. Some countries will not 
grant visas without a 'financial 
guarantee, and they also forbid 
travellers to work. In Cairo he got 
around this problem by applying 
for an Indonesian transit visa which 
enabled him to pass through any 
country on the way to Indonesia. 

Antoine now has only to con- 
tinue on to France in order to com- 
plete his trip. He hopes that even- 
tually his group ■. will be able to 
negotiate an international agree- 
ment so that graduate students may 
obtain a one year visa entitling 
them to free transportation, when 
they can get It, and the right to 
earn . their own way during their 
travels. 

Antoine also hopes to be able 
to establish a ''Messenger" head- 
quarters in Montreal.

And "mechanical" the sorting Is, 
for repltitions work Is accomplish 
ed 'mainly by the battery of ma- 
chines. Sorting cards In order of 
merit or in order of course and 
department, they prepare and print 
mark sheets or class lists in a num- 



ber of automatic operations. Once 
the keyboard operator has entered 
data on a card the "human element" 
of possible error is reduced vlr 
tually to nik
